Sales Slide Slightly 


THE EXPECTED TAPERING OFF OF CAR SALES apparently has started. The dip started 
to show up toward the end of May but was not of any sizeable pro- 
portion. However, dealer stocks by mid=May were over 725,000, an 
all-time peak. 


PRODUCTION FELL OFF A BIT, TOO, during the month, primarily because of labor 
troubles. No one expected the mad pace to continue, and with more 
than 3.5 million cars already built before June 1, something had 
to give. Prospects are for somewhat reduced but still strong 
production and sales during the coming months. 


Riding on the Rambler 


AMERICAN MOTORS IS PUTTING ITS CHIPS on the Rambler. That is obvious from the 
big share of the $60 million modernization program going for ex- 
panded Rambler output. 


CAPACITY WILL BE BUMPED from 500 units a day to 800, or more than 50 per cent. 
New facilities for Nash and Hudson cars will increase something 
less than 30 per cent. 


Dry Charge Batteries Ahead 


DEVELOPMENT OF SAFE PLASTIC CONTAINER for shipping electrolyte may signal 
ultimate conversion of the battery business to the dry charge 
type. UMS is pushing its dry charge program on extra heavy duty 
batteries, and other companies are planning to bring out dry 
charge lines. 


OBVIOUS ADVANTAGES: inventory savings by having fresh stock available on the 
shelf without deterioration and constant recharging problems. 


New Styling in "56 


ALL 1956 MODEL CARS WILL FEATURE EXTENSIVE STYLING revisions but only two will 
have completely new bodies. Changes will consist of sizeable 
modifications in front and rear fenders, grilles, trim, and per- 
haps deck lids. 


NEXT COMPLETE BODY CHANGE, EXCEPT FOR LINCOLN and Nash Rambler, which come in 
1956, will be for 1957 models. GM apparently will have new bodies 
in all lines for 1957, abandoning former basis of changing Buick, 
Olds, Cadillac one year and Pontiac and Chevrolet the next. 
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Repair Shop Mortality 


IRA SAKS, PRESIDENT OF ACCURATE PARTS, Cleveland, 0., cites some interesting 
figures on repair shop mortality in one area surveyed by three 
private companies. The number of independent shops dropped from 

7304 in 1947 to 6532 in 1952, a loss of 10 per cent in five years. 


DURING THE SAME PERIOD CAR DEALERS INCREASED 20 per cent, service stations 
70 per cent, and special retail outlets 35 per cent. 






















Air Conditioner and Heater Package 


AT THE REQUEST OF A LARGE AUTOMOBILE COMPANY, several suppliers are working 
on a gasoline burning "package" air conditioning and heating unit 
for automobiles. Object is to develop a small unit operating on 
the basis of the gas refrigerator to supply cold air and also to 
use the flame principle for heating. 


"56 Models Out Earlier 


1956 MODELS WILL BE OUT A LITTLE EARLIER than when new models appeared a year 
- ago. In general, announcement dates appear to be set for one to 
two weeks ahead of the corresponding time a year ago. 


CHRYSLER SET A JULY 1 DEADLINE for dealers to order 1955 model needs and ex- 
pects to wind up production late in July. New models will be 
announced about a week earlier than last year, could be early No- 
vember. The first new model of the 1956 season probably will be 

Lincoln and may come in September. 


Leveling Devices Studied 


THERE IS A GREAT DEAL OF INTEREST IN SOME TYPE OF LEVELIZING device for auto- 
mobiles which will do a job Similar to that done by Packard's 
current suspension. One consideration is the general overall lower 
heights coming in the next two or three years, possibly down to 

57 inches. 





Watch Those Plastics 


BODY REPAIR SHOPS USING PLASTIC RESIN for sheet metal repair should check to 
see whether the particular material they use will stand heat of 
paint ovens. Certain resins expand at a different rate from metal 

under heat, tend to shrink away from the metal when cooled. 











CHEVROLET SAYS RESIN ITS DEALERS USE is heat stable. Another problem with 
resins is skin irritation caused by the hardening agent. This is 


being solved through use of a different formulation for the 
hardener. 










Scrappage at All-Time High 


VEHICLES SCRAPPAGE IN 1954 REACHED AN ALL-TIME high for the third consecutive 
year. Last year 3.5 million cars and 600,000 trucks were junked 
for a total of 4.1 million compared with the previous record of 4 
million in 1953, according to preliminary figures prepared by 

the Automobile Manufacturers Association. At least 2 million more 

new cars were put on the road last year than the total of old cars 

scrapped, indicating that for every 35 cars junked 55 new ones 

were registered. 
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Clipper and President May Marry 


A LIKELY POSSIBILITY IS THAT STUDEBAKER-PACKARD will integrate the Clipper and 
Studebaker President lines to some extent, extending the present 
Clipper body shell to the President line. The latter still could 
retain identity through distinctive fenders, trim, and deck lids. 


Tubular Bumpers Considered 


ONE OF THE INDEPENDENTS IS CONSIDERING use of tubular bumpers for its 1957 
models. They would be of alloy steel and consist of an upper and 
lower horizontal bar joined at the ends with a half circle. 


ADVANTAGES WOULD BE GREATER VERTICAL PROTECTIVE AREA than from a solid bumper, 
large saving in weight, lower fabricating cost. 


More Audible Horns 


THAT REAR MOUNTED MICROPHONE on the Lincoln Futura may be more than an inter- 
esting gimmick. Automotive engineers are at work making horns more 
audible, or devising some other type of signal for warning other 
drivers. 


HIGHER SPEEDS CREATE MORE WIND NOISE and better body insulation makes it more 
difficult for drivers to hear warning toots of other motorists 
when windows are closed. One company is testing a device which 
automatically flashes the headlights when the horn ring is 
depressed.

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Legality of Dealer Franchises 


JUSTICE DEPARTMENT MAY HAVE HARD TIME proving current automobile dealer fran- 
chises are exclusive. Stanley Barnes, chief trust buster, says his 
department is concerned about legality of franchises requiring 
handling only one make of car and replacement parts. 


FRANCHISES NOW WRITTEN, HOWEVER, DO NOT specifically say that dealer must 
handle only one make car or manufacturer's line of replacement 
parts. Dealers may say there is tacit understanding or pressure, 
but nothing in contract specifies exclusiveness. 


GM, IN FACT, HAS MORE THAN 1000 dealers dualed with a non-GM product, other 
car companies also have a number of dual dealers. 


Tire Pressure Gauges Cleared 


PENCIL-TYPE GAUGES USED TO TEST TIRE PRESSURE in car service shops are not 
Special equipment, according to a new Internal Revenue Service 
decision. Because these gauges have general use, federal tax 
placed on auto parts and accessories does not apply to then. 
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Teetor Returning to Business 


ASSISTANT COMMERCE SECRETARY LOTHAIR TEETOR expects to be back in private 
business either late this year or early in 1956. He plans to re- 
turn to the Perfect Circle Corp. as chairman of the board, the 
position he left when he entered government service in 1953. 


Says GAW Would Hamper Production

Rising, general manager of the Automotive Parts Manufacturers 
Assn., who said in Washington recently the GAW would drive many 
smaller producers out of business. 


Curb Crazy Credit 


BUYERS SHOULD BE MADE TO REALIZE no-down=-payment terms are not the rule in the 


car business, bankers and finance men tell the National Automo- 
bile Dealers Assn. 


THEY INDICATE NO ALARM about the amount of money owed on cars, but most of 
them prefer to see installment payments completed in 30 months. 


Quantity Discounts Dispute 


DISPUTE OVER QUANTITY DISCOUNT LIMIT on tire and tube sales to dealers be- 
comes a federal court case in September. Federal Trade Commission 
made 20,000 lb the top weight on which discounts can be based. 


MANY RUBBER FIRMS OPPOSE THE RULING, and the government now asks the court 
for a summary judgment. 


FTC Charges Oil Company 


TWO BRANDS OF RECLAIMED, REPROCESSED MOTOR OIL are being sold as unused oil, 
the Federal Trade Commission charges. FIC complains that Salyer 
Refining Co., Oklahoma City, sells "Stay-Ready" and "Aeroil" with- 
out marking them as reclaimed. Hearing on the charges is set for 
June 27 in Salyer's home city. 


Two Car Ownership Doubled 


RISE IN TWO-CAR OWNERSHIP IS NOTED by the Federal Reserve Board. Size of the 
consumer group with at least two autos has more than doubled in 
the past six years. Better than one out of four families with 
incomes of $7,500 and up now drive two cars. 


Learners Stick

Williams bill (H.R. 5947) becomes law. Supported by the National

delivers new cars for resale by anyone competing with the pro- 
ducer's franchised dealers. 
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IME was when the experts pointed out that 

body work could be expected any time after 
the new or new-used car was delivered. Pride of 
ownership was the answer. 

In this gaily colored year of 1955 that has 
been changed. Profitable paint jobs are being 
purchased even before the car is delivered. 
Seems like the public is demanding tinted 
Easter eggs all year ‘round. 

In a recent editorial study Motor Age found 
that 61 per cent of the Ford dealers question- 
naired are “two-toning” new cars to satisfy cus- 
tomer demand. When asked what percentage of 
new cars are being color-changed, the answer 
ranged from 1 to 75 per cent, with a mean of 25 
per cent. Only 87 per cent said they were charg- 
ing for the work. In these tough competitive 
days when profit dollars are hard to come by, 
that latter figure should have read 100 per cent! 

Sixty-nine per cent of the replying Chevrolet 
dealers are two-toning to keep the car buyer 
happy. Forty per cent of all other General 
Motors dealers: are changing color combinations.

PPARENTLY we must be 
A reconciled to regularly 
spaced attacks on the motor 
car industry from outside experts 
preoccupied with safety on the 
highway. They come regularly, 
year-by-year, from medical men, 
from safety experts, from univer- 
sity people—all stemming, we hope, 
from purely altruistic motives. 

One of the most recent of these 
reports states: “there has been no 
significant automotive engineering 
contribution to the safety of mo- 
torists since the start of World War 
II.” According to the two gentle- 
men making this report, the entire 
emphasis has been upon comfort 
and performance. They proceeded 
to say that such things as auto- 
matic transmissions, power brakes, 
power steering, increased horse- 
power, and tinted windshields con- 
tribute only to comfort and per- 
formance. 

Now we have been over the same 
ground at least once a year in 
recent years. Once again we must 
ask the experts—medical men, psy- 
chologists, safety specialists—what 
is more conducive to safe driving 
than the things that contribute to 
driver comfort? 

It is a well established fact that 
safety in industrial plants as well

It Isn't Polite to Pomt-But 


Etiquette or not, showing the customer where his car needs repair work adds 


Wise service salesman knows value of pointing out car damage in the presence of customer. 


HEN hunting game a man can achieve 

better success if he takes as his com- 

panion one of the setter breeds to point 

where the pheasant is hiding. In a shop or ser- 

vice department, an “instinct for pointing” can 

also come in handy, and above all, prove amaz- 
ingly profitable. 

It should well be your shop or service sales- 

man’s job to point out literally to the customer

what and where on his car needs body work. 
And while doing this, he can point to the array 
of modern equipment you have on hand to do 
the job for the prospective customer easily and 
economically. 

This pointing method of merchandising will 
arouse the customer’s interest. His interest 
also is whetted by the human trait of watching 
other people work. Today, a number of shop

owners and auto dealers are using spray paint- 
ing booths with windows in the wall panels so 
the customer can observe operations within the 
booth. 

The windows can help sell car appearance 
service, a program that is being overlooked by 
many. According to surveys and studies made 
over the last several years, appearance work 
yields as high as 50 per cent of total service 
revenue with the profit ratio exceeding most 
service operations. 

How do you get this business? By pointing 
and merchandising. When the customer drives 
into your service department, he is entitled to 
know about your service. Yes, he probably came 
in for a brake check or maybe a lube job, but 
you can help him and yourself by pointing and 
suggesting. Odds are two to three that there 
is body damage to his car. 

Sure the customer knows it is there. BUT, 
POINT IT OUT. Tell him about the services 
of your body and paint shop. Give him an esti- 
mate. Ask for his order. You will be surprised 
how many customers can be sold by simply 
pointing out the service and asking for the 
order. 

Besides pointing out car damage, service can 
be further merchandised by pointing to mod- 
ern equipment and methods employed to pro- 
duce factory quality work. 

For example, an engineered showroom spray 
painting booth provides an ideal unit to point 
out the correct technique of painting whether

OMPLETENESS is the word when it comes 
to tooling and equipping a body shop. In 
today’s market, customers are attracted to 
the car dealer or shop owner who offers com- 
petitive products and services. And offers them 
in establishments that are not only eye-catching 
but which are well-equipped, operated with the 
highest degree of efficiency. 
In other words, modern equipment is a MUST. 
The drawing below depicts a diagram of an 
ideal or basic unit for setting up a body shop. 
Where increased volume warrants, there will be 


a natural expansion built around this unit. 

Unit consists of three stalls one of which has 
been set aside as a spray booth. Each repair 
station is approximately 10 x 22 feet. Location 
of bench racks is indicated in the drawing as 
are legical places for some of the major equip- 
ment required. 

A checklist of various items for your body 
shop appears on the facing page. Take your 
pencil and try it out. About the only thing 
missing—which is yours alone to deliver—is 
that vital being, the customer!

“There is generally something 
wrong with a car if it stands 
around the lot for more than 60 
days,” asserts a service depart- 
ment specialist of GM.

in a program designed to move used units off the lot quicker at greater profit 


but a little time to refurbish. Also, many cars 
that are ready for the scrap heap can be put 
back into decent shape and still sold at a 
profit.” 

With an investment of between $200 and 
$300 for basic reconditioning equipment, the 
average new or used car dealer can realize from 
$25 to $100 more from each used car he sells. 
In many instances, the cost for equipment may 
total only a fraction of that figure, since most 
dealers already carry the necessary tools in 
their service and body shops. 

Reconditioning of used cars also can prove 
a profitable operation for the independent body 
shop, if the program is properly planned. Pro- 
motions should be aimed at used car owners 
who are not in the market for a new car and 


would like to make their old car look more 
attractive.

Use of foam cleaner revitalizes 
interior upholstery of used car. 
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In the GM rehabilitation program two new 
operations have been introduced—equipment 
for removing scratches from windows, and a 
faster and more economical new method of 
sheet metal repair using plastic material. The 
plastic process is said to result in a 60 per cent 
saving over present sheet metal repair methods. 

The power tool for removing scratches from 
windows and windshields, a vacuum cleaner, 
a spray gun for flock, painting equipment, and 
ordinary body repair tools are the major items 
needed to renovate an automobile. A complete 
used car reconditioning department, of course, 
should be equipped with sundry materials such 
as flock, flock adhesive, all purpose adhesive, 
chrome cleaner, plastic dye for tires and floor 
mats, upholstery spotter and dye. 

Because most used car prospects generally

ACK KOESTER, owner of Motor City Auto 
Painting Co., Detroit, Mich., has parlayed a 
$14,000 investment into a $350,000 body and 
paint shop business in less than one year. At- 
tributing his success to the theory that large 
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volume is essential in cutting shop costs and 
prices to customers, the 30-year-old Koester 
operates one of the biggest production paint 
shops in the Detroit area. 

The fast growing business prompted the 
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owner to open a second shop on the city’s east 
side in April. Occupying about 14,000 sq. ft., 
slightly larger than the original garage on the 
west side, the new unit already is turning out a 
healthy 20 paint jobs a day. Although located on 
a quiet street, without a stream of by-the-door 
traffic to draw on, the shop keeps 20 employes 
busy until 7 P.M. each day. The two shops have 
a combined peak capacity to turn out 50 cars a 
day, and at present are yielding a daily gross of 
more than $1500. 

Strong advertising of patch panels and fast 
service are credited by Koester for the present 
heavy volume. While the patch panelling process 
is not new, Koester has had excellent results 
from his intensive promotions of this method of 
body repair. His ads constantly stress the sav- 
ings a car owner can realize by having, for ex- 
ample, part of a corroding fender patch-panelled 
instead of replacing the entire fender. 

The ads always are illustrated with a sketch 
of an automobile on which are outlined various 
body sections most susceptible to rusting from 
salt and chloride on streets. The difference in 
cost between a complete fender replacement and 
a metal patch repair always impresses a cus- 
tomer, Koester has found. The comparative 
prices always are given to a prospect by the 
estimator. 

Koester considers the $5 per car advertising 
cost money well spent. He places ads in Detroit’s 
three daily newspapers every weekend, and occa- 
sionally on a week day when he detects a slight 
slack in business. Particular stress is put on 
advertising from March through October. Last 
Octobr, business climbed to a monthly record 
when ads emphasized the theme “Protect Your 
Car For Winter.” 

Results of Koester’s promotions speak for 
themselves. Last January the west side shop 
turned out 275 complete paint jobs, 350 in Feb- 
ruary, the same number in March, and 375 in 
April. 

Each of the shops stocks more than 2000 
patch panels for most makes of automobiles, 
mostly rocker panels, cowl sections and rear end 
panels. Koester buys only specially molded patch 
panels. All flat pieces are made right in the 
shops from 4 by 9 ft. 20-gauge metal sheets. A 
display of the panels, each painted a different 
color, has been set up in the lobby of the newest 
shop. In addition, there is a wall showcase show- 
ing the many paints and color combinations 
available. The shop offers two types of baked 
enamel paint jobs, one for $29.95 and another 
for $44.95. 

Each shon features a 46 ft. long infra-red 
spray-oven with a double filter system on spray

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ASKING a car can take a lot of time, cut- 

M ting into your profit on a paint job. 

While old newspapers and masking tape 

can be used, a much quicker dispenser is now 
available which cuts masking time in half. 

Neatness pays off when masking. Make sure 
all chrome is protected from paint spray. If the 
tape overlaps bare metal or old paint, the un- 
finished spots will have to be done over. 

When separating colors on two-toning jobs 
use 44 inch tape on curves, then overtape with 
34 inch tape and masking paper. The %4 inch 
tape gives a much cleaner and sharper edge. 

When applying tape it should not be stretched 
or pulled, just lay it down as it comes off the 
roll. Using this method makes it easier to re- 
move. The best method for applying masking 
tape to a newspaper is to rip the paper length- 
wise and lay it on the fender or hood. Place 
masking tape on the edge of the newspaper and 
then put the mask in proper position. Still other 
time savers on masking: slide a piece of heater 
hose over the aerial; tape a paint strainer over 
headlights; and use old covers to protect wheels 
and tires. 


Painting 

After the bare metal has been prepared, spray 
the area with primer surfacer. Rusting sets in 
rapidly. Every minute counts. Apply three or 
four coats of primer surfacer over the bare and 
repaired areas, allowing each coat to flash (be- 
come dull) before the next coat is applied. The 
last coat of primer surfacer should be dried 
before it is sanded or puttied. Sand the surface 
with a fine grade of wet sandpaper and water. 
If, after sanding, any file marks or pits still 
show, knife them out with glazing putty. Allow 
the putty to dry for at least one hour and then 
sand the section with wet sandpaper and water. 

Next, apply a good quality sealer, thinned to 
the manufacturer’s specifications, over the en- 
tire area to be painted. The sealer prevents 
“bleeding through” of the old paint, “sinking 
in” of the finished paint and allows maximum 
“hold out” of the color coat. Be sure that the 
primer surfacer has been sanded completely 
smooth before applying the sealer, since sealer 
should not be sanded. 

Another point worth remembering is that 
paint should be thoroughly stirred before using. 
If the pigment and vehicle are not mixed com- 
pletely, the resulting color will be off shade and 
may not adhere properly. 

Up until this point, preparation has been the 
same, whether the job is applying lacquer or

weatherstripping and seals should be in 
good condition and securely cemented to the 
metal surface on which they are mounted. The 
lip of the weatherstrip must make firm contact 
at all points.

Uses Electrical Tape to 
Lick High Speed Miss 


We have had some complaints 
about a high speed miss developing 
on Chrysler-built V-8 engines that 
have the spark plugs set in wells. 

After checking the engine out, 
we often find that under a load, 
the spark will leak through the 
plug wires where they are clamped 
at the back of the engine under 
the metal cover. Also the insula- 
tors around the plugs leak through 
to the cylinder head, thus shorting 
out. To remedy this we tape the 
plug wires with plastic electrical 
tape at the points of contact with 
metal. Then cut 8 pieces of heater 
hose just long enough to fully 
cover the insulators. These are 
placed over each insulator. Harold 
Myers, Kenny Motor Co., Lawton, 
Oklahoma.

Let’s consider some of the recent 
developments in detail. Automatic 
transmissions, now available on 
every car on the road, eliminate the 
gear shifting job entirely.

Take power steering. On long 
trips it reduces fatigue materially. 
The effort on the wheel is slight; 
muscular tension in the arms and 
hands is virtually eliminated.

If one hits 
a chuck hole or if a tire blows out, 
there is sufficient force on the road 
wheels ‘to wrench them out of con- 
trol.

The customer 
will welcome the information that 
your paint jobs are dried in a dust 
free atmosphere and are compar- 
able to factory quality work. 
What are car appearance ser- 


. vices? They are profit making 


services including automobile re- 
finishing, touch-up work, under- 
coating, upholstery tinting, flock- 
ing glove and trunk compartments 
and two or three-tone styling. 
And don’t overlook the profit pos- 
sibilities of spraying a coat of 
wax on the car after wash jobs. 

Today’s new cars are colorful, 
but all of this color has created 
a car inventory problem. This 
problem can be licked and dollars 
added to your pocket. A complete 
paint shop is the answer. In the 
shop, the car can be two-toned or 
three-toned to the customer’s 
specifications. A spray operator 
who is well trained in spraying 
techniques can produce a factory 
quality finish. The customer is 
pleased, you collect and your in- 
ventory problem is controlled. 
Furthermore, motorists can be 
sold a repaint job on their present 
car to attain late model color styl- 
ing. 

Touch-up work is easy to sell if 
you POINT IT OUT. Explain to 
the customer that the unprotected 
metal is subject to the elements 
and will rust out resulting in ex- 
pensive metal work. This can be 
demonstrated by displaying small 
panels to show a comparison of 
the ravages of rust against the 
protection of a quality paint job. 
There is nothing more annoying 
to the car owner than the little 
nicks and scratches around the 
doors or other parts of the cars. 
By pointing you open the door to 
a touch-up sale. 

A method besides newspaper 
and radio advertising for inform- 
ing the customer of your services 
and giving him an estimate of re- 
pair cost is through estimate tags 
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placed on cars which are parkea 


‘on the street or in parking lots. 


This method has been tried and 
has proved highly effective. A 
good honest estimate can be in- 
strumental in bringing a customer 
in because many times he has an 
inflated idea of the cost of ap- 
pearance service. 

When the customer does come 
in, the shop or service salesman 
greets the customer, gets his order 
and begins to acquaint him with 
the extra services he has to sell. 
Be sure to instruct your salesman 
to ask for the order. And above 
all, keep pointing. Polite or not. 
it’s PROFITABLE!

step in renewing the used car is 
to wash it and sweep out the in- 
terior. The car should be com- 
pletely vacuumed, including the 
glove compartment, trunk, and 
underseats. If new floor mats are 
to be installed, the old ones should 
be removed and the floor vaci- 
umed. 

The following procedures and 
materials are recommended: 

Floor Mat: Wash thoroughly 
with gasoline the area that is 
worn or ripped. Apply a coat of 
adhesive to the area of the floor 
mat to be repaired and to the 
underside of the rubber patch. 
Let the cement dry about 10 
minutes. Press the patch firmly 
onto the mat over the worn area. 
Be sure that all edges are pressed 
down firmly. Entire floor mat and 
patch should be painted the orig- 
inal color. 

Upholstery: Remove cushions 
and sweep floor. Brush or vacu- 
um upholstery and carpets to 
loosen embedded dirt and remove 
surface dust. Remove spots and 
stains, using upholstery spotter 
before cleaning. Cement all loose 
upholstery into place. 

Head Lining: Mix two parts 
water and one part upholstery 
cleaner. Make a heavy foam, and 
apply with a sponge. Work foam 
right to left on head lining, using 
only the foam, to prevent shrink- 
ing of the cloth. After upholstery 
has been scrubbed, rub with 
turkish-toweling or other soft rag. 
This absorbs loosened dirt, evens 
the nap and hastens drying. If 
upholstery is faded, use uphol- 
stery tint. Leather upholstery 
can be easily cleaned with a solu- 
tion of 2 ounces upholstery 
cleaner, 1 ounce water, and a 
small amount of any good liquid 
wax. Apply with a sponge and 
wipe off with a towel. 

Carpeting: Remove old floor 
carpet and padding, if any. Use 
old floor carpet as a pattern and 
cut new carpeting with shears or 
sharp knife. Cement padding to 
back of new floor carpet with 
adhesive. Install with clips to 
fasten to floor. 

Plastic dye can be applied to 
rubber, fiber board, or fabric. It 
is very efficient for painting

Before spray- 
ing flock it is first necessary to 
prepare the surface by applying 
a coat of adhesive. The flock 
adhesive is sprayed or brushed on 
in tae Same manner as varnish or 
lacquer. Care should be exer- 
cised to get it to the proper con- 
sistency—too heavy it will soak 
into the flock—too light it will 
dry too rapidly and the flock will 
not adhere. 

It is important to apply flock 
within a very short time after the 
adhesive is applied and is still 
wet. 

Fill the gun jar about three- 
quarters full of flock and spray 
onto adhesive, using 20 to 30 lbs. 
air pressure. 

If the flock becomes damp and 
lumpy, it may be worked through 














an ordinary flour sifter to remove 
lumps and coarse particles. If the 
lumps are due to moisture ab- 
sorbed from the air, place the flock 
in a warm oven to dry it thorough- 
ly before sifting. 

An oil and water extractor with 
air regulator and gauge should be 
used to remove all trace of oil and 
moisture from the air supply to 
prevent the flock from lumping 
and spraying unevenly. Set the 
air regulator not to exceed 30 lbs.; 
greater pressure will waste mate- 
rial. Do not use an ordinary shut- 
off cock to regulate air pressure.

| a mixture of non-inflammable sol- 


vent and kerosene. Spray engine 
with this mixture using a long 
handled brush to break up thick 
dirt accumulations and speed up 
cleaning. Be sure to spray the 
entire engine compartment, but be 
careful of undercoating on hood 
because the solution will dissolve 
it. Let mixture soak about 15 
minutes. Using a flush gun, rinse 
off battery and carburetor care- 
fully so as not to splash areas 
already cleaned. 

Adjust air and water mixture 
in flush gun and flush entire 
engine, working from back to 
front. Engine can be dried by air 
blast if in a hurry to paint.

His new, expanded dealership js 
a modern, up-to-the-minute oyera- 
tion.

This building makes 
busy use of 12 twin-post hoists. An 
aid to “good housekeeping” here is 
that when oil is drained from 
crankcases and transmissions, it 
flows into containers linked by pip- 
ing to an underground storage tank 
of 2000 gallon capacity. 

“In planning our move to this 
suburban location,” observes Dave, 
“the body shop came in for a great 
deal of consideration. Instead of 
eight stalls, we now have 12. We 
also widened each stall from 10 to 
12 feet. The fellows seem to appre- [ 
ciate the extra elbow room.” 

Body shop personnel consists of | 
two first class metalmen and one 
metalman’s helper, one first class 
painter and a painter’s helper. This 
team is kept busy the month round 
by the service work and by Reese 
using his used car reconditioning | 
and new car make-ready as a sort 
of flywheel to keep the work flow 
steady. 

In setting up a projection for | 
each month, Reese allots 225 hours 
for used car reconditioning and 
new car make-ready. He set this 
allotment on the basis of one hour's 
work per new car for 75 cars, and 
three hours work for each of 50 f 
used cars to be sold at retail.

of wood 2 x 4 inches and from 3 
to 5 ft long depending upon where 
it is to be used. The end of the 
2x 4 is placed on the tire and with 
that as a support the 2 x 4 can be 
used on any part of the crown 
which needs to be lifted. 

Usually this can be done while 


the metal is cold. However, it is 
sometimes necessary when the fen- 
der is badly bent to heat it to a 
red glow with a torch. This makes 
it easier to straighten. 

If the flange of the fender is 
bent, use a bending iron. It is a 
good practice to hold the fender 
in place after it has been straight- 
ened by clamping the flanges to a

rigid bar. This prevents it from 
loosing its proper shape while it is 
being bumped and repaired. After 
the fender is brought back to its 
original form all dings, ridges, 
bumps and depressions should be 
worked out gradually with dolly 
blocks and a bumping hammer. 

A few general rules to follow 
which are helpful: Always start on 
the job using a mallet as its larger 
face covers a greater surface and 
works the metal back to place with- 
out causing extra dings or stretch- 
ing of metal. Another important 
rule of ding work is that several 
light blows with the hammer are 
better than one or two heavy ones. 

Work dings out gradually using 
as much care as possible to strike 
them exactly on the ridges. Always 
bump or hammer dings on the high 
side; for example, if working on a 
depression in the fender, bump it 
from underneath holding the flat 
side of the dolly on top of the fen- 
der over the part being bumped. If 
working on a high spot, hold the 
dolly under the fender and then 
hammer on the side of the fender. 

To shrink metal, use a wooden 
mallet against the dolly. To stretch 
metal, use a steel hammer against 
the dolly. Be sure that you use the 
surface of the dolly block which 
fits the curve of the fender. The 
dolly is used as an anvil and sup- 
plies a form in which the hammer 
metal can sink. If the dolly is not 
held firmly against the underside 
of the metal the metal will be 
pounded below its proper level. 

A good method to follow in fen- 
der work is to bump all low spots 
initially so they will not keep the 
rounded surface of the dolly from 
fitting the curve of the under sur- 
face of the fender. Then work out 
all high spots one by one until the 
surface is entirely level. Always 
clean the under surface of a fender 
where a dolly block is used. 

When undercoating is used, apply 
a heat torch and scrape undercoat- 
ing off. Never use a tool, either 
hammer or dolly, with a rusted or 
pitted surface. Always keep the 
surface of tools smooth and well 
polished.

Soldering can be used to ad- 
vantage in conjunction with 
straightening work. In cases where 
there is a small dent or a scratch 
in the surface of the fender or 
where there is a crease in the 
pressed bead that can not readily 
be removed by bumping, solder may 
be used as a filler. 

First tin the spot, fill it with 
solder above the level of the metal 
and finish with a file. Use care 
when applying solder on a fender 
that’s to be enameled and then put 
in a bake oven. Sometimes the 
bake oven will melt the solder. 

A file is very useful in removing 
surplus solder and in finishing off 
a solder job. It can also be used 
advantageously in locating low and 
high spots in the surface of metal. 
If the file cuts into small spots only 
without touching the surrounding 
surface this indicates that these 
spots are high and should be bump- 
ed down. If the paint or dull spots 
remain after filing it indicates that 
these spots are low. 

When filing metal use turpentine 
on the file and on the metal; this 
prevents cuttings from sticking to 
the teeth of the file thus enabling 
the file to cut more smoothly. Be- 
fore painting a fender, first sand 
the entire fender throughout, us- 
ing a good cleaner. 

Next, wipe the surface carefully 
with cleaner to remove all traces 
of grease or polish. Next apply a 
coat of undercoat covering the en- 
tire surface. Let this dry for at 
least thirty minutes, then apply 
three or preferably four coats 
of lacquer permitting each coat to 
dry from fifteen to twenty minutes. 

The last coat should be sanded 
down with No. 320 wet or dry 
paper and polished until it brings 
the fender to a high luster. Work 
should be done in a room where 
there is no dust in the air. The 
photographs on pages 56 and 57 
show the start to finish on a minor 
dented fender. (Note how the 
headlight is removed for access to 
hammer out dents.)

The number of entries is expected 
to be tripled or quadrupled this 
year. 

Establishment of the World 
Series of Drag Racing was a logi- 
cal outcome of the mounting inter- 
est in hot rodding among the 
nation’s youth. The sport now is 
acclaimed by safety officials as the 
perfect answer to the “shot rod” 
menace and by the automotive 
industry as good training for 
tomorrow’s automotive engineers. 

The non-profit ATAA was found- 
ed in 1952 by Maremont Automo- 
tive Products, Inc., Chicago, as 
part of its highway safety and 
automotive engineering programs. 
Since that time the organization 
has attracted industry-wide atten- 
tion and Maremont has been joined 
in its support by the manufactur- 
ers of Champion Spark Plugs, Per- 
fect Circle Piston Rings and Proto- 
Tools. Other parts manufacturers 
also have indicated an interest in 
backing the group. 

The ATAA drag racing program 
got under way with six accident- 
free months of racing on an aban- 
doned air strip just outside Chi- 
cago. Thousands of _ spectators 
turned out every Sunday to watch 
contestants from as far away as 
Iowa and Michigan barrel their 
dragsters and motorcycles down 
the half-mile course. 

A one-day meet near St. Louis 
drew 200 entries and 2,000 specta- 
tors. As the national program was 
expanded, local ATAA chapters in 
such widely -scattered areas as 
Corpus Christi, Texas, Washing- 
ton, D. C., and Payallupe, Washing- 
ton, conducted meets under ATAA’s 
rigid standards. 

Working directly with its sepa- 
rate chapters, ATAA helps them 
find suitable off-the-street locations 
for drag strips (often abandoned 
air strips) and obtain the neces- 
sary cooperation of local officials. 
The national group equips. the 
strips with electronic timing de- 
vices, provides complete insurance 
coverage, sets up safety rules and 
racing classifications and teaches 
local hot rodders how to run their 
own drag races under ideal condi- 
tions. 

During the off-season for racing,

As in most drag races, the World 
Series is run over a_ half-mile 
course with timing devices at the 
quarter-mile mark. Starting from 
a standstill, dragsters build up 
speed for the first quarter mile and 
use the second quarter mile for de- 
celeration. Participating cars are 
separated into classes determined 
by dividing the cubic inch displace- 
ment of the engine into the weight 
of the car without driver. The 
classes are further broken down by 
body types. Motorcycle classes are 
divided according to their engine 
(overhead or flathead) and by 
cubic inch displacement. 

Entries must pass rigid inspec- 
tions to ensure mechanical sound- 
ness and must be equipped with 
such safety devices as roll bars, 
safety belts, firewalls, fuel cut-off 
valves and fire extinguishers. 
Drivers must also obey safe driv- 
ing rules off the course as well as 
on it. Hot rodders who violate 
traffic laws at any time are subject 
to disciplinary action by their local 
clubs. 

While many hot rodders are par- 
tial to stock cars “modified” for 
greater speed, others put together 
vehicles that must be seen to be 
believed. In the latter group is 
the “Green Monster” which won 
the top speed award at the 1954 
World Series of Drag Racing. Its 
132.35 mph took the Maremont 
Trophy and $1,000 scholarship. 

The 4,000 pound Monster, cre- 
ated by the three Arfons brothers 
of Akron, Ohio, had six wheels 
and was powered by a 12-cylinder 
1,450 hp Allison aircraft engine. 
The final drive consisted of two 
Ford truck rear ends facing each 
other and joined by a single shaft. 
Two ’40 Ford hoods formed the 
nose. Grinning teeth and staring 
eyes were painted on the nose as 
a final Monster touch. 

The brothers will enter a re- 
built Monster in the 1955 World 
Series. The same Allison engine 
will be mounted on the frame of a 
one-ton Dodge truck with front 
and rear wheel drive. All six wheels 
will be powered and the over-all 
weight of the giant will be 500 
pounds less. The Arfons brothers 
also expect to enter two four-wheel 
jobs with Ranger aircraft engines

last year with a speed of 130.05 
mph. Buddy Beavers, president of 
the Washington, D. C., Dragons, 
expects to enter an aluminum- 
bodied dragster with torsion bar 
suspension and magnesium wheels. 
He will bring three engines with 
him—a ’47 Chrysler V8 and two 
Mere’ flatheads. 

Jimmy Davis, of the same club, 
will bring a ’32 Ford coupe pow- 
ered by a Merc’ engine. 

Some of the major contingents 
to be represented at the 1955 World 
Series will come from among the 
3,000 members of Michigan’s 40 
hot rod clubs; the Akron, Ohio, 
Cam Jammers; the Washington, 
D. C., Dragons and seven other 
hot rod clubs in the Washington 
area, and the Memphis (Tenn.) 
Rodders. The Akron group, alone, 
expects to have some 25 entries 
and the Motor City Modifiers, of 
Detroit, expect to bring about 30 
to 40 cars. 

In addition to providing hot 
rodders with top competition from 
throughout the country, the World 
Series of Drag Racing is an effec- 
tive means of drawing their activi- 
ties to the attention of the public 
as a whole. As the general public 
gains greater understanding of hot 
rodding as a force for safety it 
will become easier for hot rodders 
to set up their own drag strips. 

The National Safety Council rec- 
ognized the value of hot rodding by 
saying, “Supervised hot rodding in 
off-the-street locations is one of the 
best answers .. . to the ‘shot-rod’ 
problem. The strict safety regula- 
tions enforced at these meets are 
in full accord with the National 
Safety Council’s ideas of proper 
safety measures.” 

Gov. William Stratton of Illinois 
hailed the program when he wel- 
comed hot rodders to the 1954 
World Series of Drag Racing: 

“We in Illinois are happy to be 
able to provide this safe, off-the- 
street location (Lawrenceville Mu- 
nicipal Airport) where hot rodders 
can blow off steam and test the 
products of their mechanical in- 
genuity ... The best tribute, how- 
ever, will come in the safer drivers 
and the automotive developments 
which these meets produce.”

synthetic enamel. However, with 
color coats, certain differences in 
applications will arise. For in- 
stance, higher air pressure should 
be used with synthetic enamel 
than with lacquer. The enamel 
should be applied at 60 to 70 lbs., 
while lacquer generally requires 
only 45 to 50 lbs. depending on 
equipment used and atmospheric 


conditions prevailing at the time. 


Handling the Spray Gun 


Proper handling of the gun is 
essential to good painting.

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shaped and even. Don’t move the 
wrist, use an arm motion. This 
will keep the gun at the same 
angle with the work. When spray- 
ing lacquer, hold the gun six to 
eight inches away from the work. 

With enamel, hold the gun eight 
to twelve inches away. It’s a good 
idea to spray a test pattern on a 
piece of cardboard first to see if 
you’re getting the correct shape, 
and if the nozzle is adjusted prop- 
erly. 

If doing all types of work, in 
which you encounter both lacquer 
and enamel, the general purpose 
tip is satisfactory since it can be 
readily adjusted. The liquid ad- 
justment is turned in, giving a 
lighter mixture for lacquer work; 
and out, giving a heavier mixture 
for working with enamel. Also, 
special nozzles are available which 
are specifically designed for use 
with either lacquer or enamel. Of 
course, separate guns for lacquer 
and enamel will save a lot of time, 
for a shop which does a fair vol- 
ume of work in both lacquer and 
enamel. Unless the gun is thor-

oughly cleaned between uses. of 
these paints, gumming of the noz- 
zle may result. 

Follow carefully the manufac- 
turer’s specifications on thinning 
and application of both lacquers 
and synthetic enamels. When ap- 
plying enamels, the air must be 
free of dust and dirt, since this 
material dries much more slowly 
than lacquer. While lacquer is 
hard as soon as the thinner evap- 
orates, enamel has in addition an 
oil which oxidizes slowly before 
the surface becomes completely 
hard. Another way in which lac- 
quer and enamel differ in applica- 
tion is that the average enamel 
job requires only two coats, while 
lacquer usually requires four to 
six coats. 

Remember that a better job can 
be obtained when spraying lacquer 
if the coats are applied thin. With 
synthetic enamel a light tack coat, 
followed by a full coat, usually 
does the best job. The light coat 
reduces the tendency to sag. How-

ever, be careful not to go too 
heavy on the second coat so that 
the combined coats will not run or 
sag. Application of metallic enam- 
els requires the first procedure. A 
full coat first, followed by a light 
coat will produce even distribu- 
tion of the metallic particles. 

Opinions vary with regard to 
the proper number of coats re- 
quired for a good lacquer job. 
However, this is assured — too 
many is better than not enough. 
You’re guaranteed a good job by 
applying at least two double coats. 

A double coat means this: First, 
spray vertical strokes over an area 
and then across with horizontal 
strokes. When this is followed by 
two to four single coats, the finish 
will be substantial. 

Then go on to give the surface 
a final mist coat consisting of a 
rich thinner to which is added a 
small amount of color. This, ap- 
plied as the final coat, increases 
the flow-out and gives the job 
higher lustre and better depth.

with masking tape. Extra space 
should be allowed when taping off 
to make sure the wood trim will 
cover the edge of the new deca! 
after application. 

In some cases, where new panels 
are used, it may be necessary to 
build up a heavier prime coat be- 
fore applying the decal. Wet sand 
any new coat with No. 320 paper 
before going further. 

The next step is to spray the 
area with a bonding coat, which is 
a lacquer type material. 

If the decal is mahogany in color 
use the “reddish brown” bonding 
coat that is supplied. If the decal 
is maple or ash use the “buff” coat. 

In about a half hour when the 
bonding coat has dried, sand the 
area down with No. 320 paper. Be 
sure to sand the surface dry. Cut 
a template to the same general size 
of the area to be covered, allowing 
a half inch more for differences in 
matching and trimming. Mark the 
word “UP” on the template and 
sketch a line indicating the proper 
direction of the grain.

Turning to the decal material, 
check the direction of the grain by 
holding it near a_ strong light 
source. Make a note of the direc- 
tion on the material for reference 
while cutting. 

Now, lay the roll of decal out— 
paper side up—on a large clean 
working surface. Hold down the 
ends of the roll with clean weights 
then check the grain direction that 
was marked earlier. With the tem- 
plate in place on the decal mate- 
rial, trace around the edges very 
lightly with a pencil. Then cut out 
the decal with a new razor blade. 

Next, pour a small amount of 
welding solution into a clean can. 
Wipe the surface of the panel free 
of dust with a tack rag and brush 
enough welding solution on the 
area to make it wet. Note: Don’t 
apply too much solution. 





Applying the Decal 

Dip the decal into clean, luke- 
warm water for a few seconds,

paper backing has been moistened. 
Always remember water that is too 
cold will make the decal brittle and 
water that is too hot will dissolve 
the material. With the decal in 
place on the panel, paper side out, 
gently smooth out the bubbles and 
wrinkles with a squeegee. At this 
point, the paper backing can be slid 


off and discarded. 

Keeping the squeegee wet, smooth 
the decal from the center to the 
edges. If large wrinkles appear, 
don’t attempt to smooth them with 
the squeegee alone. Lift the decal 
in as far as the wrinkle goes and 
run the squeegee very gently to the 
edge so it presses the decal down 
again.

Often times small wrinkles will 
appear at the corners. Should this 
happen, lift the corner and hold it 
while working the squeegee toward 
the edge. Use care not to pull too 
hard as it is worked or the deca] 
will tear. 

On occasion a very stubborn 
wrinkle will appear that refuses to 
smooth out properly. As a last re- 
sort, slit the decal and wipe over it 
again with a damp cloth from the 
center to the edge. 

Where the decal must fold around 
the edge of a door or fender, finish 
the flat surface first, allowing the 
material to hang free. Then apply 
welding solution to the overhang 
and smooth it into place with the 
heel of the hand. 

Drying time should be extended 
to at least ten hours before apply- 
ing a sealer. It is not wise to force 
dry because bubbles are likely to 
appear on the surface. When ready, 
spray on three or more coats of 
sealer and perform a wet sanding 
operation between each coat. To 
complete the job, install the panel, 
paint and bolt the wood trim into 
place. 


What Not to Do 


When doing a decal job it is a 
good idea to keep these don’ts in 
mind: 

DON’T work where the temper- 
ature is below 60 degrees. 

DON’T use lacquer thinner in 
decal applications. 

DON’T do a hurry-up job. Be- 
fore starting make sure there is 
enough time to complete the oper- 
ation without interruption. 

DON’T save left over welding 
solution. Dispose of it. 

On the first few jobs it is a good 
idea before starting to prepare 
twice the amount of decal ordi- 
narily needed to complete the work. 
The most experienced men _ have 
troubles on occasion and sometimes 
have to use several cuttings for a 
job.

for Hydra-Matic Transmissions 
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should be corrected. If weather- 
strip is loose or distorted, it should 
be loosened sufficiently to permit 
proper adjustment and re-cement- 
ing. If damaged or deteriorated, 
the weatherstrip should be re- 
placed. 

When replacing or re-cementing 
weatherstrip, the following proce- 
dure is recommended. Remove old 
weatherstrip or portions to be re- 
cemented. Clean the adhesive from 
the metal surface with a scraper 
or dry rag. It is not necessary to 
remove the adhesive from the 
weatherstrip. 

Solvents should not be used to 
clean the original adhesives. 

Brush a coat of trim cement on 
mating surfaces of metal and 
weatherstrip. Keep coated parts 
separated and allow cement to 
air dry until tacky, about 15 min- 
utes. Press weatherstrip firmly 
into place, being careful not to 
stretch it. 

When attaching weatherstrip 
along bottom of door, be careful 
not to cover up drain holes in door 
inner panels. Then attach retain- 
ers to hold in place. Door or lid 
should be left open for at least a 
half hour to dry, or longer if time 
permits. 


Undercoating 


Cars that have been undercoat- 
ed are likely to have an increased 
used car value as the undercoating 
both helps to preserve the under- 
structure of the car and elimi- 
nates nuisance noises and rattles 
so irritating to drivers. 

Undercoating is applied by a 
heavy duty spray gun, and if the 
car is new, no special cleaning or 
make-ready procedures are re- 
quired. 

Used cars, however, do require 
preparation before the undercoat- 
ing is sprayed on or else the pre- 
servative coat will simply go on 
over dirt, rust, and caked grime. 

In the case of used cars, steam 
cleaning is the general procedure. 
It may be supplemented with wire 
brushes and solvents although the 
steam cleaning generally does the 
trick. When wire brushes and sol- 
vents are used without the “steam

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bath,” the time of the operation jg 
considerably extended. 

Besides the “overa!l job” type of 
undercoating — where the under. 
body, fenders and under surface of 
the hood are sprayed—undercoating 
may be done on spot jobs. For ex. 
ample, spraying the inside of the 
hood alone and the outside of the 
valve cover would be a spot job, 
This spraying will tend to cut 
down on engine and tappet noises, 

Other spot jobs include fender 
undercoating. This is particularly 
desirable where fenders are loose 
and bolts rusted. Do not miss 
spraying the seams of the fenders 
in this case. 

Again, the application of sound 
deadener compounds to _ interior 
surfaces, roofs, door panels, quar- 
ter panels and the like goes a long 
way towards customer satisfaction 
for cars refinished in the body 
shop. Sound deadener may be ap- 
plied by spray gun, brush or spat- 
ula depending upon the area and 
surface to be covered. Sound dead- 
ener application is required where 
refinishing work caused the fac- 
tory’s sound deadening coat to be 
scraped off or removed. 

The type of sound deadener conm- 
pound used should be selected 
with care. The compound must be 
relied upon to stand up under the 
stress on metal parts as well as 
extreme temperature changes.

proves handling and a thicker 
tread for longer wear. Rear tires 
have three grooves and when 
mounted on the car the grooves 
are on the low part of the tire. The 
higher, smooth portion is on the 
left, to compensate for the constant 
strain of 800 left turns around the 
21% mile oval for 500 miles. Tires 
were inflated with nitrogen for a 
greater safety factor. 

All 33 cars used fuel injection. 
The fuel injector guarantees equal 
distribution of fuel to each cylin- 
der. A fuel pump supplies fuel to 
a metering rod and the metering 
valve regulates the amount that 
passes through the engine. After 
leaving the valve it is carried to 
the injector nozzle and discharged 
into the air-stream entering the 
engine. 

The Novi ran into bad luck again 
this year and did not have a chance 
to qualify. Troy Ruttman took two 
laps at 138 plus on the second day 
of qualifications and the crew 
thought he would need 139 or 140 
to get in the race so he was flagged 
in. 

Paul Russo took the car out later 
for a trial run and a tooth broke 
off the pinion gear which jammed 
the gear box. Parts could not be 
obtained in time to get the car in 
the race. 

During the running of the ‘500” 
itself, Jack McGrath’s Hinkle Spe- 
cial developed engine trouble after 
135 miles and dropped out. Art 
Cross at one time was leading the 
field having worked his way to the 
front from the back row. He held 
the lead for 24 laps before making 
a 49.05 ‘seconds pit stop for fuel 
and tires. Back in the race, he was 
only 20 seconds behind Sweikert 
before Art’s car’s connecting rod 
broke, forcing him to retire after 
completing 422 miles. 

Sweikert and his crew’s 
nings amounted to $76,138.63.
